battle the Chinese Communist in- 
vaders, a Foreign Office spokes- 
man announced today.

India Recalls U.N. Forces 
To Fight Chinese Invaders 


By H E N R Y S. B R A D SH ER 
NEW DELHI (AP)—India plans 
to bring home its U.N. forces to 
battle the Chinese Communist in­ 
vaders, a Foreign Office spokes­ 
man announced today. 
Indian villagers will also be 
taught to shoot in the govern­ 
ment’s 
hard-pressed 
efforts 
to 
stem a Chinese drive that has 
overrun 2,000 square miles of bor­ 
derland and thrust one spearhead 
into undisputedly Indian territory. 
India 
has troops 
with 
U.N. 
forces in both the Congo and the 
Middle East. 
The spokesman indicated that 
withdrawal of India s well-sea­ 
soned brigade of 5,700 men from 
the U.N. Congo force may still be 
some time in the future, however. 


N E E D A G R E E M E N T 
He said India hopes to pull out 
this contingent as soon as an 
agreement is reached between the 
Congolese central government and 
secessionist 
Katanga 
Province. 
The two sides still seem far apart 
on Congo unity. 
The spokesman did not say now 
soon the 1,250-man force serving 
in Gaza would come home. 


He said plans for the withdraw­ 
al of the Indians, the largest con­ 
tingents in both U.N. forces, had 
been brought to the attention of 
Acting U.N. Secretary-General U 
Thant. 
Girding for grass-roots resist 
ance, Home Minister Lai Bahadur 
Shastri said rifle training will he 
given to every able bodied person 
in mountain areas facing Red Chi 
na. Later they will be equipped 
with small arms, 
T A K E A B A N D O N E D BASE 
Usually reliable sources report 
ed the Chinese have occupied an 
abandoned Indian military base 
that controls northern Ladakh, en­ 
dangering the entire Indian posi­ 
tion on the western front. 
This meant that for the first 
time in the border conflict the 
Chinese have establishhed their 
army in a part of India which the 
Peiping government did not claim 
previously. 
The base, at Daulet Beg Oldi 
was abandoned by Indian troops 
a few days ago because it had 
become impossible to hold that 
anchor of the Himalayan battle 
line.

SURPLUS EXPLAINED 


The present surplus has grown 


because council agreed several 
years ago to seek to build a fund 
for the enlargement of the engine 
house. Another reason for "excess 
funds" is the unknown require- 
ments that will be placed on the 
borough by the 100th anniversary 
celebration" next year. 


At MondayV meeting, council 


directed that'its engineer, LeRoy 
H. Winebrenner, 'make drawings 
for construction of a two-story 
engine house "back to within 10 
feet of the alley." Winebrenner 
Monday presented the drawings 
he had originally made at eoun 
cil's request showing a one-story 
structure covering the area from 
the rear of the present engine 
house across the property bought 
in connection with the sale of the 
Deatrick property, which wffl per- 
mit extension of the engine house 
to tiie alley to the south of it. 


The drawings showed a number 


of changes in the present fire 
house to bring it up to state stand- 
ards. Winebrenner pointed out 
that "by state regulations the 
present fire house is a fire trap." 
RECOMMEND TWO STORIES 


After Winebrenner has com- 


pleted the second set of drawings 
he is to obtain rough estimates 
from contractors concerning the 
cost of both plans. 


Several councilmen, noting the 


frequent use of all rooms in the 
present engine house for meetings, 
said a second story addition should 
be constructed despite cost. 


The discussion of the addition 


and reconstruction followed a re- 
port by Mahton P. Hartzdl as 
chairman of the property com- 
mittee. The committee 
recom- 


mended that the new addition be 
two stories and as wide as the 
front of the present building. 
OTHER SUGGESTIONS 


It also was suggested that the 


walls of the addition be of 12-inch 
concrete block with the footing 
of the outside walls to be extended 


sufficient distance to permit 


the structure to be cased with 
brick in the future if desired. 


The committee recommended 


that the west side second story 
of the building be left unfinished 
for the present "unless an parties 
concerned agree on what it re- 
quired'': that the vapor heating 
system in the present building be 
retained and mat hot water heat 
be installed hi the addition, with 
one boiler secured that wfll oro- 
vide beat by both systems.

REPORT REDS 
ARE KEEPING 
JETS IN CUBA

WASHINGTON (AP)—Informed 


sources report the Soviet Union 
was still assembling jet bombers 
in Cuba last week but that there 
is evidence the work stopped after 
a tough U.S. warning. 


Within a day or so U.S. surveil- 


lance flights are expected to show 
whether the Russians are with- 
drawing the IL28 bombers which 
are capable of carrying' nuclear 
warheads and have a 730-mile 
range. 


The Pentagon was maintaining 


an almost complete blackout of 
news dealing with surveillance 
results. 


Washington sources said there 


was some indication the work 
of uncrating the bombers has 
stopped. They said further surveil- 
lance will be necessary to show 
whether the Russians are with- 
drawing the planes under Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev's agreement 
to remove all offensive weapons 
from Cuba. 
PRESIDENT CONCERNED 


The informants said information 


reached Washington Saturday that 
while the Russians were disman- 
tling the missile bases they were 
continuing to uncrate and assem- 
ble the estimated 20 or so IL28s 
shipped to Cuba. 


President Kennedy was reported 


to have been highly concerned 
about the report which indicated 
Khrushchev might be hedging on 
his part of the crisis agreement. 


On Sunday, according to the 


sources, U.S. representative John 
J. McCloy took up the matter in 
New York with Soviel: Deputy 
Foreign Minister Vasily Kuznet- 
sov. 


McCloy was understood to have 


told the Russian the United States 
wants the planes as well as the 
missiles removed from Cuba. 


McCloy was reported to have 


made plain that Kennedy's no- 
invasion pledge held good only if 
the Soviet Union followed through 
with its part of the bargain. 


Kuznetsov repeated the Soviet 


premier's assurances that the of- 
fensive weapons would be re- 
moved from Cuba under inter- 
national 
inspection,

At the Pentagon Monday, almost 


every question on the Cuban situa- 
tion was turned back with a "no 
comment."

PRESIDENT TO

BOSTON (A P )— More than two 
million Massachusetts voters, a 
record for a nonpresidential year, 
are expected to turn out today to 
answer a hot political question: 
Should Edward M. (Ted) Ken­ 
nedy, 30, be sent to Washington 
to give advice and consent to his 
older brother, President John F. 
Kennedy, from a seat in the U.S. 
Senate? 
Indications are the answer will 
be ye*. 
Ted is a heavy favorite to defeat 
Republican George Cabot Lodge 
in the race for the Senate seat 
that has been held by either a 
Kennedy or a Lodge for 45 of the 
last 69 years. 
The winner will serve the re­ 
maining two years of a term be­ 
gun in 1959 by the President, who 
wrested the seat in 1952 from 
George’s father, former U.N. Am­ 
bassador Henry Cabot Lodge Jr.

Kennedy flew 
into 
Boston Monday night to cast a 
vote for his brother—and, by his 
presence, give a hydrological lift 
to Ted and the rest of the Demo­ 
cratic state ticket. 
The President planned to depart 
for Washington shortly after vot­ 
ing in the basement of the Joy 
Street police station on Beacon 
Hill. Ted was to have voted earli­ 
er a few blocks away. 
The President slipped out of his 
hotel Monday night for a quick 
visit with his maternal grand­ 
mother. Mrs. John F. Fitzgerald, 
in her brown clapboard home in 
the Dorchester section. 
Mrs. Fitzgerald, who was 97 
years old last Wednesday, is the 
widow of “ Honey Fitz,” colorful 
onetime mayor of Boston and 
Massachusetts congressman.

It concerned the Bay of Pigs, 
scene of the star-crossed Cuban 
invasion, April 17, 1961. 
"The Bay of Pigs was a mis­ 
take," Kennedy 
said, candidly. 
"But in the American system, we 
can publicly admit our mistakes." 
"So can we.” Khrushchev re­ 
torted. "We have publicly admit­ 
ted Stalin’s mistakes.” 


n o t c a l l e d m i s t a k e 
“Yes,” said the President, ges­ 
turing. 
"But 
your 
own 
mis­ 
takes—?” 
The question hung in the air 
and went unanswered. After a 
moment of silence, Khrushchev 
changed the subject. 
When 
Khrushchev 
announced. 
Sunday. Oct. 28. that he was with­ 
drawing 
the 
Russian 
missiles 
from Cuba, he did not acknowl­ 
edge a mistake. He said the action 
was taken "in the interests of 
peace.” 
But the original Soviet reaction 
to Kennedy’s proclamation (rf the 
quarantine of shipments of offen­ 
sive weapons to Cuba was a rejec­ 
tion and warning. 
LINE EASED OFF 
Moscow radio broadcast a note 
which said: "The Soviet govern­ 
ment 
resolutely 
rejects 
such 
claims (the U.S. right to blockade 
Cuba). The arrogant actions of 
American imperialism could lead 
to disastrous consequences to all 
mankind.” 
Then, little by little, the Soviet 
line appeared 
to be changing, 
easing off. 
Khrushchev replied to a mes­ 
sage from the British philosopher, 
Bertrand Russell, saying he would 
take no “rash action.” On Wednes­ 
day, Oct. 24, 
it was reported 
that some Soviet-bloc ships had 
changed 
course, 
avoiding 
the 
blockade zone. On Friday, Khrush­ 
chev said he would not send any 
more ships into the blockade area 
for the time being. 
PREVIOUS INSTRUCTIONS 
A 
still 
unpublished 
message 
from Khrushchev on Friday "hint­ 
ed,” as an administration official 
puts it, that he might agree to 
removing the missiles from Cuba. 
In another, note however. Khrush­ 
chev suggested a horse-trade, tak­ 
ing Russian missiles out of Cuba 
in exchange for the dismantling 
of U.S. bases in Turkey. Kennedy 
said in reply, "Preliminary to con­ 
sideration of any proposals, work 
on the Cuban bas es must stop, 
offensive weapons must be ren­ 
dered inoperable.” 
At the Pentagon, some corre­ 
spondents thought an invasion of 
Cuba might start over the week­ 
end. or on Monday. 
The atmosphere in Washington 
was eerie, with a sense of fore­ 
boding. 
Then, shortly after 9 a.m. on 
Sunday, Oct. 28, came the electri 
tying announcement from Moscow 
—Khrushchev agreed to dismantle 
the missile sites on Cuba, have 
the weapons crated and returned 
to the Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON (A P)-Thp most 
interesting result of Tuesday's 
elections should be the effect—if 
any — on President Kennedy’s 
handling of Congress the next two 
years. 
For three reasons: 
I, It’s been a dull campaign, 
without burning issues. Then the 
Cuban crisis snowed it under. 
J, Kennedy will be laying the 
foundations for himself to run 
again in 1964. 
3. The new Congress will prob­ 
ably be like the old: highly con­ 
servative. even though run by his 
own Democrats. 
Predictions run like this: 
The Democrats may keep their 
present Senate margin—64 to 36 
—and even pick up one or two 
seats: in the House—where they 
outnumber Republicans 263 to 174 
—they may lose a few seats. 
NOT MUCH CHANGE 
That’s not much change. A Sen­ 
ate pretty much the same and a 
House with just a few more Re­ 
publicans won’t make any notice­ 
able difference in their attitude 
toward Kennedy programs.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The most 


interesting result of Tuesday's 
elections should be the effect-if 
any _ on President Kennedy's 
handling of Congress the next two 
years. 


For three reasons: 
1. It's been a dull campaign 


without burning issues. Then the 
Cuban crisis snowed it under. 


2. Kennedy will be laying the 


foundations for himself to run 
again hi 1964. 


3. The new Congress will prob- 


ably be like the old: highly con- 
servative, even though run by his 
own Democrats. 


Predictions run like this: 
The Democrats may keep their 


present Senate margin—64 to 36 
—and even pick up one or two 
seats; in the House—where they 
outnumber Republicans 263 to 174 
—they may lose a few seats. 
NOT MUCH CHANGE 


That's not much change. A Sen- 


ate pretty much the same and a 
House with just a few more Re- 
publicans won't make any notice- 
able difference in their attittude 
toward Kennedy programs. 


the attitude has been strong 


support on foreign issues and, in 
this fairly prosperous society, de- 
feats or melting down on many 
domestic ones. 


It was easy to get the impres- 


jfoft from Kennedy's campaign 
oratory that this present Congress 
was one of the great ones. He 
glossed over his defeats. 


The campaign's biggest unan- 


swered mystery, if this was such 
a. whiz-bang Congress, was why 
lie felt be needed even more Dem-

very careful politics. 


In the end what the new Con- 


gress does, or doesn't do, on do- 
mestic issues may not count much 
in the next presidential election. 


It's the way he handles foreign

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New Russian Apartments 
Are Below U.S. Standards

Russia 
is 
building 
mightily. 
Blocks of great apartments are 
going up on the outskirts of every 
city we visited. 
Buildings and fixtures are be­ 
low' 
American 
standards, 
but 
they are so much better than 
what thousands have ever had 
that each new opening is a cause 
for celebration. 
The question most frequently 
put since our return us “They 
showed 
you 
only 
what 
they 
wanted to. didn’t they — they 
didn't show you the seamy side?” 
This is true But. in fairness 
what do Americans show foreign 
visitors? Do we haul them around 
to the slums of New York City. 
or do we take them to the top of 
the Empire State Building? 
GIGANTIC BOON ON 
At any rate, the Soviet Gov­ 
ernment claims that 350 
new 
apartments a day are being com­ 
pleted in Moscow, with construc­ 
tion at a rate of 24 million a 
year for the country’ as a whole. 
Their statistics are often open 
to question but there is a gigantic 
building bo^m — whether in Mos­ 
cow. whore miles of apartment 
building are under construction. 
or. for another example, in Tash­ 
kent. the central Asian metropo­ 
lis, 2.000 miles away. 
BUILDINGS THE SAME 
There is a sameness to the 
buildings, but rents and living 
conditions vary widely. 
Here is a typical apartment in 
one of the buildings nearing com­ 
pletion at Tashkent. 2 million 
population, capital of the Uzbeck 
Republic: 
Six#: Three small rooms — liv­ 
ing room, bedroom and kitchen. 
Toilet: Exposed plumbing, poor 
tile work, in a closet about 4x4 
feet. 
(The apartments 
in 
this 
building had their own toilets, but 
thousands on thousands of fami­ 
lies live in one or two rooms, 
sharing a kitchen and bath with 
three to eight other families.) 
Bath: Sit-up type tub and sink 
— one swing-type faucet serving 
both the lavatory and the tub in 
the very cramped area. 
Kite hon: 
Refrigerator 
with 
about two cubic feet of storage 
area. Stove, crudely constructed, 
two burners, very small oven. No 
shelf or counter space. 
Bedroom: 
Depends on 
what 
you call a bedroom — a bed 
usually is located in the living 
room as well as in the other 
room.

A lady y^bo had only recently 
moved into such an apartment in 
Tashent permitted us to call. She 
had furnished her bedroom with 
an iron bed. sewing machine, 
radio and clothes case, and her 
living room with a TV set. small 
round table for reading or study 
or meals single bed and three 
chairs. 
With the lady in this apart­ 
ment lived also her daughter. 
who is a doctor in a children s 
hospital, and the daughter’s hus­ 
band. an engineer. The couple 
slept in the bedroom, the mother 
in the living room. 
There must be apartments that 
are better built, but in the build­ 
ings we saw workmanship was 
poor, with uneven flooring, tile 
already cracking and floor space 
design which fails to utilize total 
space to best advantage. 
RENTS VARY 
The lady we visited at Tash­ 
kent said rent for the apartments 
in her building varied from 44 
to 5 robles a month — a ruble is 
worth $1.10 in Russia. The aver- 
ageage factory wage in the USSR 
is 90 rubles a month, or about 
$100. But rents vary widely in 
Russia. 
We learned of persons who paid 
three to four thousand robles to 
a 
cooperative 
society 
for 
an 
apartment, then a small monthly 
rental. 
Here is a true story, almost 
unbelievable to one familiar only 
with American living: 
Until three months ago one of 
the translators working for an 
American 
agency 
in 
Moscow- 
lived with his wife. son. daughter- 
in-law 
and grandchild 
in one 
small room. He finally got an­ 
other room and said that it was 
the first time he and his wife had 
enjoyed a full room to them­ 
selves since they were married 
25 years ago. 
FEW PRIVATE HOUSES 
The top echelon of party lead­ 
ers. government chieftains, sci­ 
entists, 
industrial 
leaders 
and 
such have private homes as well 
as apartments. They may have 
apartments in Moscow and coun­ 
try houses to which they go fre­ 
quently. 
The "classless society” is far 
from being a reality in the capi­ 
tal of communism. 
There are relatively few pri 
vate houses. Buying one is han 
died privately and costs vary as 
much as they do anywhere. Build 
ing is mostly do-it-yourself with 
the help of friends and relatives. 
since there are no private build­ 
ers. 
| 
Most apartment buildings have 
one or only a few phones. “But,” 
said a Muscovite, “they are good 
about calling each other.” 
The Russians are rightly noted 
for their sense of humor. One 
joke going the rounds — was

Her French father died when 
she was young. He is buried in 
Hanoi, the capital of North Viet 
Nam. Her German-born mother 
married an American accountant 
for an oil company in Saigon. 
AT 15 she left Saigon in 1924 
for Europe and Texas, where she 
completed high school and grad­ 
uated from college. Her Stateside 
home in Georgetown, Tex., a 
small town of 5.000 only 26 miles 
north of Austin. 
HAD A HARD TIM E 
‘I had a hard time at first in 
the States," she explains. “I was 
trying to learn English” Today, 
she is studying Vietnamese, her 
native language, three nights a 
week, "but I’m not doing at all 
well." 
She says U. S. servicemen ask 
her how she learned to speak 
French so well. “ I just tell them 
we have good French-speaking 
schools in Texas. It gets too in­ 
volved to tell them where I was 
born. 
"When I came back to Saigon, 
the whole place made me home­ 
sick." she says.

said the spokesman, who declined 
identification by name. 
"Turnpike

includes 
ramps leading to the highway and 
picketing would not be permitted 
on the property," the spokesman 
added He oleo cautioned turnpike 
employes that it is "against the 
law to strike against the govern­ 
ment." 
Tipping a Lso contended that the
